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Saratoga SALES Summaries 


The first two sessions of selling at the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual series of 
yearling auctions at Saratoga Springs had 
heen completed when this issue of THE 
B.oop-HorsE went to press. From these 
early returns it appeared well enough 
confirmed that the general decline in the 
market manifested at Keeneland was be- 
ing continued at the principal sales cen- 
ter in the East. 

Neither of the first two sessions came 
near the average of the comparable num- 
bers in 1948. The better yearlings. as 
well as the poorer, dropped below their 
sellers’ expectations. The remaining 
sessions of this week, however, will give 
a clearer view of the over-all trend. 


Vonday, August 8 


The first night 40 yearlings brought 
$78.400. average $1.960—lower than any 
session in the 1948 Saratoga series ex- 
cept the last two. Most of the horses 
started low. and Auctioneer George Swine- 
broad had difficulty extracting $100 
raises. 

Highest price of the evening was the 
$11.000 naid by Edward Lasker for Jona- 
bell Stable’s handsome colt by Count 
Fleet out of the good race mare Dark 
Discovery. This was less than offers which 
had been made for the colt before it was 
entered in the sales. Only one other year- 
lng sold during the evening went to 
5.000. This was the price paid for a 
Snark filly in the consignment of Mr. 
and Mrs. Taylor Hardin’s Newstead Farm. 
in Virginia. and it was the only bid made 
on her. 

Fourteen of the 40 yearlings sold 
brought less than $1.000 and three oth- 
ers sold for an even $1.000. Onlv 15 
head reached $2,000. 

The largest consignment of the evening 
was the 11 head sold by Jonabell Stables. 
The average for these. including the top- 
priced Count Fleet colt. was $2.627, well 
below the average for last year, when 
Jonabell made its first vearling sale.

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Plans for the European Visit; 
Assault May Race in France 


Through J. A. Estes, editor of THE 
Bioop-Horse, and C. A. Webb, of All- 
America Tours, Inc., Lexington, arrange- 
ments have been made for a party of 
about twenty American horsemen and 
women to make a tour of racing and breed- 
ing establishments in Ireland, England, 
and France. Last week the organiza- 
tion, management, and conduct of the 
trip was turned over to Mrs. Raymond 
Barbin (Mary Jackson), of Keswick, Va., 
one of America’s most knowledgeable and 
experienced horsewomen. 


The party, which is to be limited to 
about twenty persons, is to fly from New 
York September 19. It will attend a part 
of the Ballsbridge sales in Dublin and 
visit stud farms in Ireland, then move 
on to England to see racing and sales at 
Newmarket and visit farms. It will then 
spend about a week in France. The visit 
there will be concluded by going to 
Longchamp for the Prix de VTAre de 
Triomphe, which this year probably will 
be the richest race in the world. (Two 
American entries, King Ranch’s Assault 
and Flying Missel, have been made for 
this noted inaternational contest. See 


below.) 


After the Arc de Triomphe and Grand 
Criterium, both of which will be run 
Sunday, October 9, the party will return 
to England for the Newmarket meeting 
which includes the Middle Park, Cesare- 
witch, and Champion Stakes.

leave London October 14, arrive in New 
York the next day. Cost of the trip, 
including all transportation and hotels and 
a few of the meals, will be less than 
$1,000.

Tattersalls Top 
Brings $5,000 


The long barn of the Tattersalls sales 
plant at Lexington had some short prices 
in the three-day sale completed on July 
29. Prices ranged from zero (horses which 
didn’t draw a bid) to $5,000. The de- 
crease in average price was 77 per cent 
from last year. In 1948, 68 head sold for 
$190.850. an average of S2.807. In the 
1949 sale. 125 head brought $80.465, aver- 
age $644. 

Last year only seven lots consisted of 
breeding stock. This year breeding stock 
comprised an entire session, a total of 
39 lots. including four stallions. 

Of the four stallions. War Raider 
brought the top price of $4.300. Consigned 
by John E. McBride and the Estate of 
C. T. Tralle. the son of Sky Raider was 
bought by Victor Corrigan. of Cornell. 
Ill. 

Heading the broodmare list was Frost 
Flower (sold by Edwin O. Dulaney), with 
a colt by Hash at her side. Max Marmor- 
stein. of Wickley. Ohio. was the final 
bidder at $5,000. This. incidentally, was 
the high price of the entire sale. Frost 
Flower is a 12-year-old gray mare by 
*Bull Dog—Lady in Gray, by Roi Herode. 

In addition to the J. L. Cleveland con- 
signment of 10 head which averaged 
$1,655. another group of yearlings, owned 
by H. C. Ragan. brought an average of 
$1.462. The top Ragan vearling was a 
colt by Balladier—*Southern Sun. by 
Solario. which H. McCloud got for $2.100.

Trainer Frank Childs represented Abe 
Hirschberg, the San Francisco real estate 
dealer, at the sales. Mr. Childs is a 
brother of Marvin Childs, former man- 
ager of Almahurst Farm and now in 
charge of Lawrence Sheppard’s large 
Standardbred breeding operations at the 
Hanover Shoe Farm in Pennsylvania. 

The California trainer has done ex- 
ceptionally well with horses he bought 
for Mr. Hirschberg: Canina, which cost 
$5,000. earned $140,000, he reports. Oth- 
ers—-Black Badge. cost ‘$7.500. earned 
$9@#,000: Occupy. cost $55.000, earned 
$72.000, and was re-sold for $50,000 to 
the Maryland syndicate which now has 
him at stud; Dinner Gong, cost $34.000. 
has earned more than $100,000 since his 
purchase; Bolero, another of the current 
Hirschberg stable. recently cost $31,000. 
has earned $11,000 toward repayment.

miral had run the mile and five furlongs 
in 2:3944 to shatter the world’s record 
shared by Man o’ War and Historian. 
the debate was over. The light-bodied 
chestnut son of *Heliopolis and War 
Flower, a daughter of Man o’ War, was 
voted the Horse of the Meeting and the 
Best Handicap Horse of the Season. 

Solidarity, a big blazed-faced Califor- 
nia-bred, had run down Ace Admiral in 
the stretch to win the $101,600 Gold Cup. 
but the Maine Chance Farm’s colt had 
been winner in the Argonaut Handicap. 
So going into the Sunset Handicap, the 
score was pretty much even. Soliderity 
was not in the field for the closing day 
feature, but it didn’t make much differ- 
ence. The way Ace Admiral ran no horse 
was going to beat him on that afternoon. 

The Sunset was a reminder, if anyone 
needed one, that in racing it is the pace 
that kills. Pushed too fast in the early 
part, Ace Admiral might not have been 
around for the finish. But when he can 
run freely and make the sort of pace he 
likes, he can run all day. He proved it 
last year in the Lawrence Realization. 
and he had the right fractions again in 
the Sunset. 


He had the help, too, of a great jockey 
on a front-running horse in Johnny Long- 
den. The 39-year-old rider knew what he 
wanted to do, and there were only two 
times during the race when he had any 
reason to suspect he might have made a 
mistake in strategy. 


Going by the stands the first time, the 
Admiral wanted to steer a course that 
was anything but dead ahead, and Long- 
den had to whack him across the nose a 
dozen times to keep him straight. At ten 
furlongs, the durable On Trust moved 
up to challenge, took his best shot in a 
brief run at the Admiral, and then fell 
back, a well beaten horse. From then on 
into port, it was nothing but clear sailing 
for Ace Admiral. Longden said he could 
have gone faster if he had been urged 
strongly through the last furlong. 

It was fast enough. The first quarter 
was run in :232%, the second in :24, the 
next in :2344, then :2514, :25, :2534 and 
out in :13. The old world’s record, which 
leaves Man o’ War with only one more 
in the books, was 2:4044. It was set 
in 1920. 

The victory was Ace Admiral’s third 
stakes win of the Hollywood Park season, 
and his second triumph in a $100,000 
race this year. He also won the Matur- 
ity Stakes last winter at Santa Anita, and 
the Argonaut and Inglewood stakes this 
summer. It was also the seventh victory 
in a stakes event this season at Holly- 
wood Park for Trainer Willie Molter. 
Besides Ace Admiral’s three triumphs, 


Molter also saddled On Trust to win the 
Golden State Breeders Handicap; C. H. 
Jones & Sons’ Pedigree for the Cinema and 
Westerner, and June Bride in her victory 


in the Oaks. Molter led the trainers with 
21 winners, and seven of those came in 
stakes races. 

Pedigree, Honeymoon’s vastly improved 
younger brother, was voted by Turf writ- 
ers the best 3-year-old and best 3-year-old 
colt. Honors in the filly division went to 
June Bride. Honeymoon, despite her 
surprising defeat in the Vanity Handicap, 
was elected the best mare. The balloting 
was close for the reason there was not a 
standout in the division. Lou Rowan’s 
Mrs. Rabbit was probably as good, and 
certainly as consistent, as any of her 
rivals. 

Mrs. Connie Ring’s brilliant Fleet 
Rings, heroine of the Lassie Stakes and 
unbeaten until she stepped out against 
the colts in the Starlet Stakes, won a 
clear-cut victory as the best 2-year-old 
filly. E. F. Smith’s Dew of June, beaten 
only a nose by Fleet Rings in the Lassie. 
was just as clearly the next best. 

Thanks Again, a home-bred son of Top 
Row, won the Starlet Stakes and with it 
the honor of best 2-year-old colt of the 
season. He may be, but this reporter is 
not thoroughly convinced. I thought there 
were at least two better colts at the meet- 
ing, and expect to see them prove it be- 
fore long. One is J. T. de Blois Wack’s 
Great Circle, a striking individual, and 
the other is Mrs. F. N. Phelps’ Sturdy 
One, a son of Unbreakable and *Alpen- 
stock 3rd that has undeniable class. Both 
have been hard-luck colts thus far. 

In the Starlet, Thanks Again saved 
ground on the rail and won. Great Circle 
was forced wide all the way, or he might 
have won. Sturdy One, which finished be- 
hind them in third place, might have 
beaten both with any kind of a decent 
start. 

Jack Westrope was voted the leading 
jockey, and Willie Shoemaker the top 
apprentice. Shoemaker is hardly going 
to be a brilliant rider, or a spectacular 
one, but he looks fairly steady, and he 
improved as the season wore on. Actual- 
ly, being voted the top apprentice was 
not much of an honor. At no meeting 
this reporter can recall have there been 
apprentice riders with so little ability. 
It was all the more noticeable, perhaps, 
because of a natural comparison with 
Gordon Glisson’s great riding at Santa 
Anita last winter. 


SOUVENIR. Del Mar is one of those 
delightful spots where everyone except 
the horses enjoys a vacation. This season, 
however, there is one horse down where 
the Turf meets the surf that is taking a 
nice long rest. That is James V. Tigani’s 


Double Jay, which fractured a splint bone 


in his right fore leg during the running 
of the Gold Cup at Hollywood Park. 
Immediately after his arrival at Del 
Mar, Double Jay was operated upon by 
D-. J. R. Upton, who has been a veter- 
inarian for some 25 years. During that 
time he has performed only four opera- 
tions similar to this one. He removed 
six inches of bone from Double Jay’s leg, 
and expects the horse to be galloping 
again within 30 days and racing, perhaps. 
within 60 days. That is. if all goes well, 


Double Jay’s trainer, the irrepressible 
“ets MeCue. carries the bone around 
in his pocket as a souvenir. When the 
horse recovers sufficiently, he has prom. 
ised to take Double Jay swimming in the 
surf,

The $2.000 telephone bill, which Fred W. Hooper 
reportedly acquired while buying ‘*Colosal in 
South America, must have looked even smaller 
after the Argentine gelding won the Clang Handi- 
cap in time just one-fifth off Rippey’s track rec- 
ord. 

*Colosal was foaled October 20, 1943, at the stud 
of Cesar Gonzalez Guerrico, in Argentina. He first 
came to the attention of Hooper when Trainer 
Ivan Parke noticed him at the races in Buenos 
Aires. Parke had gone to South America to look 
at six horses which had been offered for sale, 
and it was agreed that Hooper should come down 
later and look at those he liked best. But there 
were passport difficulties, and he told Parke to go 
ahead. He bought *Quibu and *Colosal. This was 
in 1947, 

In his first U. S. start, *Colosal was third in a 
Class E race at a mile. Later he was entered to 
be claimed for $15,000 and $20,000, but there were 
no buyers. After that he started winning in better 
competition and was reserved for allowance races 
and overnight handicaps. He won two sections of 
the Double Event Handicap, the Whirlaway Stakes, 
and the Vosburgh Handicap. He also set a new 
track record for 1% miles at Washington Park 


(1:48%). The Clang Handicap was his first trip 
to the winner’s circle in 1949.

OBITUARY 


James Milton, 
Noted Official 


James F. Milton. for many years a start- 


er and more recently steward at several 
tracks. died on the night of August 2 at 
a Baltimore hospital. at the age of 73. 
He was among the best known and most 
competent of American racing officials. 


A native of Waco. Texas. and a news. 
paperman at the beginning of his career. 
Mr. Milton’s first participation in racing 
was as a rider in the quarter racing com- 
mon to the Southwest. His entry into Thor- 
oughbred racing was as a jockey’s agent 
at New Orleans. He was stable agent for 
the J. B. Haggin establishment. then be- 
came an assistant starter. working first 
under Mars Cassidy. later under several 
others. He was employed by H. D. 
(Curly) Brown as assistant manager at 
Laurel Park in Maryland and Oriental 
Park in Cuba. 


But he was best known as a starter. 
and probably started more races than any 
man now living in America. Most of his 
work in this position was in Maryland. 
Before his retirement in 1947 he sent 
away 27 fields for the Preakness Stakes- 
all good starts. He was in the starter’s 
stand when Havre de Grace opened in 
August. 1912. and until his retirement 35 
vears later he started every race at that 
course except one (when he left early to 
catch a train to see the Dempsey-Tunney 


fight). 


For years before he left off starting 
Milton had been a steward at meetings 
during the off-season in Maryland. and 
in the last two vears he has served other 
tracks in this capacity.
